ties, which has been their conftant pradtice ever 
fince the commencement of the prefent war be- 
tween the United States and Great-Britain. 
In confequence of thefe predatory invafions the 
* principal sheers of the above-mentioned counties, 
namely, Colonel Williamfon and Marthal, tried 
every method to fet on foot an expedition againit 
the Wyandot towns, which they could effect no 
other way than py giving all poflible encourage- 
ment to volueteers. ‘The plan propofed was as 
tollow : Ewery man farnihhing himfelf with a 
horfe, a gun and one month’s provifion, fhould be 
exempted from two tours of militia duty. Like- 
wife, that everyone who had been plundered Ly 
the Indians, fhould, if the plunder could be found 
at theirtowns, have itagain, proving his proper- 
ty: And all hories ivf on the expedition by un- 
avoidable accident were to be replaced by horfes 
taken in the enemy’s country. 
The time appoi..ted for the rendezvous, or ge- 


nerai meeting of the volunteers, was fixed to be 
on the zoth of May, and the place, on the old 
*ingoe town on the Welt fide of the river Ohio, 
abont forty miles below Fort Pitt by land, and I 
think about feventy-five by water. 

Colonel Crawford was folicited by the general 
voice of thefe Weftern counties and difttiéts to 
command ihe expedition. He accordingly fet out 
as a volunteer and came to Fort Pitt two days be- 
fore the time appointed for the affembling of the 
men, As there was no furgeon appointed to go 
with the expedition, Colonel Crawford begged 
the fevour of General Irvin to accompany him 
(my pee having been previondy afked) to 
which ihe General agreed, provided Colonel} Gib- 
fon did not obieét. + ert 
, Having obtained permifiion of the Colonel, | 
eft Port Pittoa Tuelday, May rft, and the next 
‘day about one o’clock in the afternoon arrived at 
‘the Mingoe botiom. ‘The volunteers had not ail 
croffed the river until Friday morning the 21th, 
they then diftributed tiemielves into eighteen 
companies, Choiing their Captains by vote 
There were chofen, 2]/0, one Colonel Command- 
ant, four field andvone brigade. There were four 

hundred and five who voted. 
We began our match on Saturday, May tsth, 
making almoft adve Wet courie, and on the fourth 
v.weaeached the old Mo avian town, upon the 





river Mufk’» zum, about fixty miles from the river 
Ohio. Some of the men having lofl their horfes 
on the night preceding, returned home. 

Tuefday in the evening, Major Brenton and 
Captain Bean, went fome diftance from camp to 
reconnoitre: Having gene one quarter of a mile 
they faw two Indians, upon whom they fired and 
then returned to the camp. ‘This was the firi! 
place in which we were difcovered, as we under- 
itood afterwards. 

On Thorfday the 4th of June, which was the 
eleventh day of our march, about one o’clock we 
came to the fpot where the town of Sandufky for- 
merly ftood: The inhabitants had moved abou 
eighteen miles down the creck, nearer the lower 
Sandufky; but as neither our guides or any who 
were with us, had known any thing of their re- 
moval: we began to conjecture that there were no 
towns nearer than Jower Sandufky, which was at 
leaft forty miles diftant 

However, after refrefhing our horfes, we ad- 
vanced in fearch of fome of their fettlements, but 
had fcarcely got the diftance of three or four miles 
from the old town, when a number of our men 
expreffed a defire to return, fome of them alledg- 
ing that they had only five days provifions ; upon 
which the field officers and Captains determined, 
in cou@il, to proceed that afternoon and no lon- 
ger. Previous to the calling this council, a {mall 
party of light-horfe had been feny forward to re- 
connoitre. 

I thal! here remark, by the wey, thot there are 
a greot many extenfive plainsia the couniry. The 
woods in general grow very thin, and free from 
brufhh and under-wood; fo that light-horfemen 
may advance a confiderable diftance before an ar- 
my without being much expofed to the enemy. 

Juit asthe council ended an exprefs returned 
from the above-mentioned party of light-horfe 
with intelligence, that they had been about three 
miles in front and had feen a large body of Indians 
running towards them. Ina fhort time we faw 
the reft of the light-horfe, who joined us, and 
having gone one mile farther, we met a number of 
Indians, who had partly got poffeffion of a piece 
ot woods before us, whilitwe were in the plains, 
but our men alighted from their horfes and rufhing 
into the woods foon obliged them to abandon 
the place. 

The enemy being by this time reinforced, flank- 
ed to the right, and part of them coming on our 
rear, quickly made the aétion more ferious. The 
fring continued very warm on both fides from four 
o'clock till the duhk of the evening, each party 
maintained their ground. Next morning about 
fix o’clock fome guns. were difcharged at the dif- 
tance of two or three handred yards, which conti- 
nued until day, doing little or no execution on ei- 
ther fide. 

The field officers affembled and agreed, as the 
enemy were every moment encreafing, and we had 
already a number wounded, to retreat that night. 
The whole body was to form into three lines, keep- 
ing the wounded in the centre. We kad four kill- 
ed and twenty-three wounded ; of the latter feven 
were dangeroufly wounded, on which account as 
many biers were got ready to carry them: Mofl 
of the reft were flightly wounded, and none fo bad 
but they could ride on horfe back. After dark 
the officers went on all the out potts and brought 
ia all the men as expeditionfy as they could. Jok 
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as the troops were about to form, feveral guns 
were fired by the enemy, upon which fome of our 
men {poke out and faid our intention was difcover- 
ed by the Indians, who were firing alarm guns. 
Upon which fome in front hurried off immediately 
and the reft imm Aiately followed, leaving the 
leven men that were dangeroufly wounded, fome 
of whom however got off on horieback, by mean 
of fome good friends, who waited for and aflifted

pended ; an univerfal anarchy reigns in my mind, 
like the chaotic appearance of a changing theatre, 
when the prefent { ene difappears, to give place 
to a new Creation. 

I am ignorant how long IJ remained in this fitu- 
ation, on my knees, and without daring to move, 
left I fhould difcover that all wiiich had happened 
was notadream. I with that this {tate of fupe- 
faction had lafted forever. Being roufed at length, 
my firft fenfation was an inexplicable horror for e- 
very thing that furrounded me. | rife immediate- 
ly, I ruth out of the room and down ftairs, with- 
out feeing any thing, without {peaking to any one; 
I get out into the ftreet, and, with hafly ftrides, 
fly away with the rapidity of a ftag, which thinks 
to avoid, by his velocity, the dart he carries bu- 
ried in his fide. 

Thus I ran without flopping, without moderat. 
ing my flight, into a public garden, The figh 
of day, andof the Heavens, wasa burthen to me 
I fought for darknefs under the trees; at length 
being out of breath, I let myfelf fall, half dead, 
upon the grafs: Where am 1? What is become of 
me? What have I heard? What a cataftrophe? 
Madam! what a chimera have you followed? 
Love, honor, faith, virtue, what is become of 
you? The elevated, the noble Sophia, is nothing 
but a proftitute! This explanation extorted by 
defpair, was followed by {uch agonies of mind, 
that, choaked with my fobs, my breath and utter, 
ance remained {fufpended. Had it not been for 
the ftorm of paflion that followed, this agony 
would have frangled me. O who could exprefs 
that confit of aifferent fenfations, which fhame, 
Jove, rage, forrow, pity, jealoufy, raifed ail ae 
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once in my mind? No; fuch a fituation, fuch a 
war of paflions, cannot be defcribed. ‘The intox- 
ications of extreme joy, which by an uniform 
progreilion feems to dilate, and, as it were, rare- 
fy our whole being, we eafily conceive. Bat 
when exceflive anguifh affembles in the breatt of a 
fingle wretch we feel all the furies of hell; when, 
wounded on every fide by a thoufand different 
flings, he feels all, without being able to diftin- 
guifh any ; when torn a hundred different ways, 
by a hundred different cords: multiplied in his 
fufserings, he feems to lofe the unity of his be- 
ing, and every fingle torment takes up his whole 
exiftence. Such was my fituation, and fuch it re- 
mained during fexeral hours. How fhall I piéture 
itto vou? .Volumes would be neceflary to defcribe 
the ijufferings of every fingle inftant. Happy 
mortals! you, whofe narrow and frozen minds are 
infenfible to every thing but the viciffitudes of for- 
tune, undifturbed by every paffion but the defire 
of gain, may you always confider this dreadful 
flate as a fiction, and never experience the cruel 
torments, which the difunion of more worthy 
onan occafions in hearts capable of feeling 
them.

Mrs. Stirk, with her child, (an infant) and ane- 
tro girl, were in the fame room, and near the de- 
ceated, the latter almoft in contraé& with her, who 
ceived fo violent a fhock, that fhe was thrown 
vithia the chimney, on the body of the unfortu- 
nate voune woman. Mrs. Stirk was partially af- 


fected, being fituated almofi three feet from the 
chimney. 
The cleétric matters appears to have entered a 
little below the gable point of the houfe, between 
the chimney and the houfe ; defcending a ftud, it 
burft the panne!-tacing of the mantel-piece ; from 
thence proceeding through the hearth, it perfo- 
rated the ceiling of the lower room in two places, 
and was attracted by a quantity of plate placed on 
a flab before the lower fire-place, part of which it 
affeéted, melting a point on the top of a tea urn, 
It paffed from thence to a large grate within the 
fire-place, and went off through the corner of the 
chimney. Every medical affiftance was rendered 
by Dr. Becroft, immediately after the accident, 
but without effect. 

Remark. 'There was no conduétor to or near the 
building, which might have taken off the effect of 
the cloud.
